It lays stress upon the importance of rendering readily available the 
yi lated experience of past famines in different parts of India, and has urged that 
aie should be wed on the investigation of vital, economic, and agricultural 
ual measures of agricultural and industrial development must, in the 
he Commission, tend at least to the mitigation of famines, both by promoting 
the food-su amongst a growing population, and by directing industry 
and productive channels. Moreover, it is represented that the Government would
